Southern  Ute  Indian  Tribe  Water  Quality  Program 

The  Southern  Ute  Water  Quality  Program  responded  to  the  Gold  King  Mine  release  to  the 
Animas  River  that  occurred  on  August  5,  2015.  The  plume  of  sediment  and  metals  from  the  mine 
crossed  the  Reservation  boundary  in  the  early  morning  hours  of  August  7,  2015.  Before  the 
plume  reached  the  border,  the  Water  Quality  Program  (WQP)  collected  several  samples  to 
establish  baseline  conditions  immediately  prior  to  the  plume.  The  WQP  provided  over  five  years 
of pre-GKM  historical  data  in  order  to  understand  baseline  conditions.  WQP  staff  monitored 
water  quality  in  the  Animas  River  at  four  locations,  and,  working  with  EPA/CDPHE,  determined 
the  most  appropriate  assessment  methods.  In  coordination  with  an  EPA  contractor,  the  WQP 
staff  assessed  Tribal  drinking  water  wells.  The  Tribe 's  Incident  Management  Team  supported  the 
EPA ’s  Area  and  Incident  Command  throughout  the  event.
